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-JEPPELIN FLYING 


ALL NIGHT LONG, ~ 


Aeronaut Expects to Reach 
Lake Constance This Morn- 
ing, Completing Voy- 
age of 24 Hours. 


ONE MISHAP MARS TRIP. 


Landing Foreed After 250 Miles 
Have Been Covered; Repairs 
Are Made and Jour- 
ney Resumed. 


FRIEDRICHSHOFEN, Aug. 4. — Count 
Zeppelin now is flying from Mayence to 
Friedrichshofen in an attempt te make the 
longest airship voyage in history. The start 
was made from the waters of Lake Con 
stance, near here, at 6 o'clock this morning, 
and the return trip was begun from Mayence 
at 11 o'clock tonight. It is hoped that the 


long flight. will be ended early tomorrow 


morning, although the exact location of the 
dirigible is not known at this time. 

The flight to Mayence, however, was not an 
uninterrupted one, for something was wrong 
with the propeller while speeding along above 

the valley of the Rhine, and Count Zeppelin 
was compelled to bring the airship down to 
the surface of the river at Nackenheim, eight 
miles from Mayence, where repairs were ef- 
fected. This was after 250 miles had been 
‘ govered. 

Satisfactory as the prospect for a record 
flight seems, it may be pointed out that the 
descent for repairs nullifies the test if the 
trip was intended as an official one. 


Count Calls Mishap Slight. 

Everything was going smoothly when the 
trouble to the propeller occurred, When the 
‘balloon had been brought down Count Zep- 
pelin found the defect so slight that he tele- 
phoned his secretary at ss office in Fried- 
richshafen: 

“ We will start again some time tonight 
and complete the trip.” 

At 10:15 p. m. the airship rose again from 
the rapidly flowing Rhine and soared mo- 
mentarily over the spot where the injury 
had been repaired, then turned its bows 
toward Mayence, where it arrived at. 11 
o'clock, and passed over the gas lighted city 
almost beyond the view of the populace, 
which had gathered in the streets, expéct- 
ing to witness the passage of the balloon. 

It passed the town quickly, and then, after 
a few maneuvers, was turned homeward, 
retracing its outward path to Carisruhe and 


thence flying southeasterly over Stuttgart

to Lake Constance. When last reported the 
airship was said to be near Oppenheim. 


Details of the Flight. 

The first flight of the day, which lasted 
twelve hours and was stopped only by the 
mishap to one of the motors, began at 6:15 
this morning. 

Count Zeppelin, 
great trial without interference, had notified

Count Zeppelin arrived at the floating doc 
at 4 o’clock, accompanied by his nephew, Dr. 
Eckner, a well known yachtsman of Ham- 
burg, and Maj. Gradnitz. They completed the 
Anal arrangements and at fifteen minutes 
after 6 the airship emerged slowly from the 
‘Moating shed, towed by three launches. 


Ascension Is Easily Made. 

Under the direction of Dr. Eckner the pon- 
toons were towed put from underneath it 
and the airship hovered low over the surface 
of the lake. Then slowly the nose of the ship 
was raised to a higher level. The count gave 
the command to cast off and the airship 
rose horizontally to a height of 400 feet and 
swept off toward Constance. It was turned 
shortly, however, in a graceful circle and 
came back over the lake. The count seemed 
justified in starting his long journey Of 
twenty-four hours and he started off. | 

Headed in the direction of Constance, the 
airship sped along almost in @ bee line over 
drowsy villages and sleeping towns. Sud- 
genly, while still over the water, the airship 
apparenty came toa full stop for several min- 
utes. After a short rest the two front pro- 
pellers began to revolve and the bow of the 
ship ascended. 

From below it appeared as if something 
had gone wrong. In a few seconds, however, 
the rear propellers moved and the airship 
again resumed its horizontal position. Grace- 
fully swinging first to the right and then to 
the left, it took up ite rapid course. 


Constance First City Passed. 

The people of Constance, who had arisen 
early, were aware of the approach of the air- 
ship. The shore and the yacht piers were 
blatk with people, shouting a cheerful wel- 
come. Like an arrow the airship shot over 
the city. 

The airship kept its nose pointed almost 
directly to the west until it passed over Basel, 
on the Switzerland frontier, and at the head 
of the Rhine valley. Here it was turned 
horthwest until Mulhausen was reached, and 
then a northeasterly course was taken from 
Muihausen. 

In the Rhine valley the airship rose to 500 
feet, and there was further maneuvering. 
Over the Island of Reichenau the airship 
had ascended to a height of 3,000 feet, but it 
Was only a few moments before it came down 
to its previous level to save gas. The airship 
Was proceeding at the rate of thirty miles 
on hour. 

At Stein the Rhine valley widens, forming 
the Lake of Zell. With this expanse in front 
of it the airship, nose first, came down again 
to an altitude of 1,000 feet and continued at 
that height until it réached the famous castle 
of Hohenwiel. The wind now was coming 
from the southeast and at Stein it was seen 
that the airship was quickening its pace con- 
siderably, going probably at the rate of 
thirty-seven miles an hour. 


One Mishap Repaired in Air. 

In the forward gondola were five men and 
in the after gondola three members of the 
crew.

Priest Denounces Healy. 


In the Auditorium theater in Chicago, be- 
fore an audience of 500 persons who had 
braved the torridity of the night to listen 
to pleas for Billik, the Rev. Father P. J.

It was an interest- 
ing game of hide and seek, he admitted after 
they had him safely locked up. 


Hit Hard Last Wednesday. 

„Lame Bob had an office in the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank buliding, 88 Wall street. 
Last Wednesday he was hit hard by the 
fluctuations of the stock market, in which 
he was heavily interested. He had over- 
drawn his bank account and, as he expresses 
it, was up against a tough game.“ That 
night, after everybody had left the building, 
Eastman went to his office and examined 
the books to see how bad his affairs really 
were.

Three weeks ago Senator Allison consulted 
a Chicago ‘physician and à forthight ago the 
penator went to the country home of Mrs. 
Fannie Stout, a few miles from the city, to 
escape the torrid heat and secure the benefits 
of the country air. Heremained at the home 
of Mrs. Stout until last Saturday morning, 
when he was moved back to his city home. 

During the last week nurses were employed 
to care for the senator for the first time since 
his illness and this was the first intimation 
any one had of a change for the worse in his 
condition. The senator lost consciousness 
last Saturday and did not recover his mental 

faculties before his death. 


Brought Home to Die. 

Saturday morning when Senator Allison 
was removed to his city home his condition 
_ grew rapidly worse, his mental vigor was 
wholly spent, and his condition was one of 
absolute dependence. 

Senator Allison suffered from the worst 
form of prostatic enlargement and complica- 
tions of kidney trouble. As is usual in such 
cases, the senator suffered frequently from 
periods of faintness and weakness, and wh! 
these continued he lost possession of his 
ulties. These spelis have frequently recurred 
of late, and the last of them had Its beginning

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ENATOR ALLIGON was born at ie 
O., March 2, 182), the son of: John 
and Mary Allison. His boyhood days 
he spent on the farm, which was his 
birthplace. Reaching young manhood, 

he secured his education in Allegheny col- 
lege in Pennsylvania and the Western Re- 
serve college in Ohio, in both of which schools 
he distinguished himself by winning’ high 
honors in all the branches which he studied, 

Senator Allison was admitted to the bar ip 

1850. He was married to Miss Anna Carter 

of Wooster, O., at Ashland, O., in February, 

1854. From 1850 until 1857 he practiced law 

in Ohio. In 1857 he removed to Dubuque, 

where he took up the practice of the law. 

Senator Allison was a delegate to the 

republican convention in 1859, and to the na- 

tional republican convention in Chicago in 

1800. He was a member of the goveéror’s 

staff during the civil war, and raised troops 

for the army. In 1863 he was elected to con- 

gress, and served continuously until 1871. 

In 1873 he was elected United States senator 

from Iowa, and represented his state in this 

capacity until the time of his death. 


Refused Positions in Cabinet. 


In 1881 he was offered the position of secre- 
tary of the treasury of the United States by 
President Garfield, but declined to accept the 
office. In 1889 he 1 office, 
when offered him by sident rrison. 
For the third time he refused the office when 
— —— offered him by President McKinley 
In 1892 he was chairman of the interna- 
tionai monetary conference at Brussels. He 
was candidate for the republican presiden- 
tial nomination before the national repub- 
Hean convention in 1888 and again in 1896. 

Shortly after his first election to the na- 
tional house of representatives Senator Alli- 
ons ability was recognized by his appoint- 
ment to the ways and means committee. He 
immediately secured the confidence of the 
leaders of his party, and it was Senator 
Allison as much as any man then in the 
service of the people who planmed and carried 
through all the great measures for the con- 
duct of thé civil war, the reéstablishment of 
the national credit and the development of 
the national resources. He was a contem- 
porary of and colaborer with every one of 
the great men whose services now are recog- 
nized as of inestimable value to the nation— 
Lincoln, Stanton, Chase, Summer, Blaine, 
Edmunds, Sherman, Garfield, Logan, Trum- 
bull, Morton, and others 


Helped to Nominate Lincoln. 


His aid in the nomination of Abraham Lin- 
colin as republican candidate for president 
in 1800 was perhaps Senator Allison's first 
great service for his country. As an Iowa 
delegate to the republicam convention in 
Chicago in that year he joined the. other 
party leaders who had determined upon the 
nomination of Lincoln, and by their united 
efforts. their object was attained. 

When the war broke out he was selected 
by Gov. Kirkwood as a member of the lat- 
ter’s staff for the purpose of raising troops. 
He demonstrated his unswerving loyalty to 
his nation and his willingness to make any 
personal sacrifice if only the nation he loved 
might gain. 

On the ways and means committee of the 
national house he began the career which 
made him the best authority in the country 
upon the revenues and expenditures of the 
government, For more than forty years he 
has been assigned by the judgment of his col- 
leagues in house and senate to the responsi- 
bie task of planning the revenues and super- 
vising the expenditures and no man who ever 


had part in this work had the ednéSdnes of 
both houses.more completely. The careful 
scrutiny of thousands of items which make up 
the annual appropriation bills requires a 
most painstaking labor, together with broad 


intelligence. 


To Senator Allison more than to any other 
man who ever occupled a seat in that body 
belongs the title of Father of the Sen: 

He was not only one of the oldest men in 


that body, but he held the record beyond all 
others for length of service there. More im- 
portant. still, his service in the senate was 


such that his title to position depended not 
alone upon his advanced age or extended 
service. Senator Allison was, at the time of 
his death, and had been for a third of a 
century, a leader in fact as well as in name. 

It death had not interfered his service in the 
senate was assured until March 4, 1913. It he 
had lived until that date he would have com- 
pleted his fiftieth yegr in the senate. 

Senat6r Allison had sound, practical views 


of life and affairs unfettered by frills of 


thought or philosophy. His philosophy was 
based on present conditions, albeit his eyes 
saw higher ideals and his brain kept a solid 
relation between what must be and what he 
ho might be.

Believed in Nation’s Future. 


Permanency of the republic was. one of 
Senator Allison’s fundamental beliefs. Only 
as recently as last March he declared the 
future of our country to be safe and sound. 

„We will be ruled at times, perhaps, by in- 
discreet persons, in a way,“ he said. But 
in the end, and by and large,’ the republic 
will go on and achieve a greatness the world 
never before has seen. We will maintain our 
present system of government, The states 
and the hation will continue the relations they 
now enjoy, but the distinction between them 
must be defined from time to time as clearly’ 
as possible, and when a controversy arises 
it must be submitted to the Supreme court 
for final decision. 

“The Supreme, court is the great power 
of last resort as respects the powers of gov- 
ernment in this country, and will be respect- 
ed, as it always has been. The development of 
our country iscontinuous. We are advancing 
in education, in methods, and in processes. 
We are an active people, and it is my belief 
we will continue so.. We lie in a favored geo- 
graphical situation. Our land is rich in all 
that makes for prosperity. We have a fu- 
ture.“ 


Lived in Modest Style. 


In Washington Allison lived modestly and 
quietly in a large private house, a short dis- 
tance away from the homes of Senator Cul- 
lom of Illinois and Senator Long of E e.nsas 
and the German embassy, and just actress the 
street from a big apartment house: where 
Senator Beveridge and Senator Nixon ands.”

LEADERS AGREE ON PLAN. 


Primary Law Construed Merely 


to Affect Duties of the Pre- 
einet Chiefs. 


Action intended to maintain the present 
county organization of the party, no matter 
where the vagaries of the primary election 
next Saturday may lead, was taken yesterday 
by the republican county central committee, 


which met in headquarters at 78 Fifth 
avenue. 


The resolution presented last week by the 
executive committee to the effect that the 
regular ward organizations as constituted at 


present shal! select the new ward committee- 


men next Monday night was adopted after 


considerable discussion. 
This action was taken on the assumption 


that the new precinct committeemen to be 


elected might not favor the ward committee- 
men that the organization favored, and in 
other ways might get away from the party's 
hands. 
The primary law provided for the election 
of precinct committeemen, and as Corpora- 
tion Counsel Brundage argued it in the meet- 
ing it was the intention of the framersof the 
law to build up the party organization on this 
basis of the people's votes. The party lead- 
ers, however, were of the opinion that the 
primary law ought not to hit the ward organ- 
izations. They thought the elective public 
offices were enough for the people to have. 
The ward organization must remain intact. 


Several Candidates Retire. 


There is no specific provision in the pri- 
mary act covering the ward committeeship. 

Several members of the committee, includ- 
ing Mayor Busse and Fred M. Blount, were 
candidates for precinct committeemen under 
the provisions of the new law. They stepped 
aside, however; when other members of the 
committee said they might not be returned to 
positions of power if the people alone were 
consulted. James Pease and Postmaster 
Campbell, for instance, said that other duties 
made it impossible for them to enter into 
the precinct campaign as they would like 
to do. 

The committee also adopted a resolution 
authorizing the ward committeemen to ap- 
point the primary elegtion challengers. This 
has been the duty of the county committee. 
Blank credentials were furnished the ward 
organizations and the signature of the ward 


committeemen will be next to that of the 


chairman and secretary of the county com- 
mittee before the challenger is regular. 


Control Given to BEttelson. 


The effect of the action of the county com- 
mittee is peculiar in several wards. In the 
Third ward, for instance, where Ald. Milton 
J. Foreman and State Senator Samuel A. Et- 
tleson have heen fighting for the control 
through the precinct committeemen to be 
elected, their work appears to be wasted. The 
precinct committeemen are to be allowed to 
go on and do any work the law has assigned 
for them, but they will not have the voice 


they had expected to have in the party coun- | 


ceils. Ald. Foreman attempted to have one 
challenger and one alternate appointed in the 
Third ward eontested precincts, but the com- 
mittee turned this down. The adoption of 
the resolution gives Senator Ettelson control 
of the party machinery in his ward, as he 
controls the ward organization.

“TY am satisfied with the conduct of my bal- 
loon in today’s flight.“ said Capt. Baldwin, 
“and I am confident that it will ceme up 
to the government's requirements both as 
to speed and endurance. As I expected, the 
propelling and steering gear worked perfect- 
ly, and no difficulty of control was experi- 
enced at any time. While the flight was only 
seven minutes in duration it was conclusive. 
We had a wind of about ten miles velocity 
to fight, but it did not retard the progress 
of the airship in the least. I was especially 
pleased with the horizontal planes for raig- 
ing and lowering the ballon and which I am 
using for the first time. Planes of this sort 
were used by Roy Knabenshue in Los Angeles 
several years ago and I adopted it as a good 
idea when I learned that the war department 
intended to prohibit the sliding seat method 
of raising and lowering the balloon.’

MUST PAY KINGSTON CLAIMS.

Weather Forecaster 
Hersey last evening announced that there 
was slight prospect of any change in the at- 
mospheric conditions in Chicago today or 
tomorrow. | 

The loop district yesterday was a furnace in 
@hich nobody moved about unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. Bight deaths and numer- 
ous prostrations as a result of the heat were 
reported by the police during the day. / This, 
however, did not represent except in a small 
way the real suffering of the workers in the 
city who when they left their work sought out 
every shady nook in the parks and boule- 
yards in the hope of finding relief.

Suffering Is Increased. 


More suffering was experienced in the city 
during the day than on any previous day o 
the long drawn out heat wave. This was ex- 
plained by Forecaster Hersey by the fact 
that the average man and woman has lost 
the ability to withstand the heat as was pos 
sible in the early stages of the wave. 

“For two or three days the average man 
does not feel the heat particularly,” said Mr. 
Hersey. ‘“‘He may use some strong words 
if he is compelled to take violent exercise, but 
he doesn’t particularly mind It. 

After it has lasted for several weeks, how- 
ever, it is an entirely different matter. His 
Vitality has been sapped and he is unable to 
resist the heat as he could at first. He thinks 
the weather is hotter, but ft only ts because 
he is weaker.” 


Weather Bureau Forecast. 


Maj. Hersey’s forecast for today and to- 
Morrow says: 

“ Generally fair today and probably to- 
morrow; no important change in tem- 
perature; fresh to brisk north westerly winds, 
becoming northerly Thursday.“ 

Ail that saved the city from a much higher 
temperature yesterday was this same brisk 


‘breeze.’ It blew over the city at the rate of 


twenty-one miles an hour from the west and 
northwest.

Anniversary of Spokane Fire. 

Today was the nineteenth anniversary ef 
the fire which nearly swept Spokane, Wash., 
off the map and a message reached the ash 
camp at Fernie saying the people of Spokane 
celebrated by sending. another shipment of 
relief supplies, including clothing, bread, 
milk, chloride of lime, surgical pupplies, and 
drugs. A number of Spokane nurses have 
volunteered to go to the hospitals in the 
burned district to care for the injured. 

Many from Fernie have taken refuge in the 
new coke ovens being built by the Canadian 
Pacific at Michel, where they dre safe, even 
if the town does burn. They are being cared 
for and fed as well as conditions permit. 

Supt. Hussey of the provincial police has 
been sent by the government of British Co- 
lumbia to the fire swept region and is now 
in charge of the relief work in East Kootenay, 
acting with the local authorities: The domin- 
ion authorities have offered to send a detach- 
ment of northwest mounted palice into the 
devastated region to preserve order, but thus 
far the provincial authorities have had the 
situation well in hand. The large number of 
foreigners employed in the mines in that dis- 
trict have given no trouble and yo looting has 
taken place. 


Woman Tells of Flight. 


Mrs. George S. Crossman, with her sister, 
Miss Maud Holman, came here from Michel 
last night. On Saturday afternoon Mr. 

an came in to say that fire which 
has been raging in the bush for the last few 
days wae threatening the city itself. Hastily 
they collected a few things. Mr. Crossman, 
carrying her little baby, took refuge in a 
fireproof warehouse where it wes thought 
that they would be safe from the fama, 
which were then rising from every part of 
the doomed town. Soon, however, an awful 
ghower of sparks and burning pieces of wood 
began to have effect on the building, and 
they decided to remove all of the women to 
freight sheds, where a train wag being made 
up to carry them to some unknéwn place of 
safety. 

Mrs. Crossman and hie sister, both soaked 
with water, and the baby, wrapped up ina 
wet blanket, made the journey dafely. Mrs. 
Crossman said thet, on the train she saw 
men, women, and children of all nationalities 
mixed together and sitting three and four on 
a seat. The men were shouting and frantic, 
while hysterical women, ted from 
their children, were crying ‘for their 
lost ones. Some were 4 in all their 
finery and others had soarcely anything to 
wear at all. There were women dressed only 
in petticoats, wearing the most gorgeous 
hats, and others with nothing on their heads 
at all. There were scores of children, some 
with their parents and others 88 no one 
seemed to own. 


Travel Through Burning |Brusli. 

“Coming out of the burned région,“ said 
Mre. Crossman, “‘ we had to pads for a mile 
between blazing brush on both sides. The 
windows of the cars became so hof that it was 
impossible to touch them, and the heat and 
smoke were stifling. All this time the for- 
eign women were shrieking prayers at the 
top of their voices, adding to the terrible con- 
fusion. After passing through this fire belt 
the train reached a safe place, and stopped 
there for the night. While we la there, con- 
densed milk was brought out from Fernie 
for the women and children by volunteers.“ 

After spending a night of anxiety and mis- 
ery the train returned to Ferpie Sunday 
morning, and the passengers found that the 
fire had burned itself out there during the 
night. The dead hodies of several little girls 
had been found in different parts of the city, 
and there were doubtless many, more that 
have not yet been found. 

Before leaving Michel many or the women 
and children buried much of their furniture in 
trenches.

C. A. Hurton of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons, New York. 
At Northwestern university, Evanston, and 
elsewhere this board is now engaged in 
studying the psychological effects of chem- 
icalg on the human system, a work that al- 
ready has been done by Dr. Wiley with the 
aid of his poison squad. Manufacturers hope 
that these investigations will show results 
quite differently from those brought out by 
the poison squad investigations. 
The discontinuance of the work of making 
mational food standards is regarded by the 
committee as a staggering blow to the efforts 
of state and national food officers in behalf 
of pure foods, in that it removes the guide- 
posts which directed their steps to a com- 
mon end, prevents harmonious action, and 
gives the adulterators an excuse to ply their 
vocation with renewed energy on the plea 
ef ignorance. 
Prof. Ladd Leads Attack. 
Prof. E. F. Ladd, president of the associa- 
tion, and J. . Emery, food commissioner of 
Wisconsin, were the leaders in the startling 
charges against Secretary Wilson and the 
committee of five. Ladd in his annual ad- 
dress quoted from President Roosevelt's 
message the words urging uniformity of na- 
tional and state laws, and said: 
“Never were words more truly uttered 
than these, and how much could be accom- 
plished were the national law left for its en- 
forcement to an unhampered, liberal minded, 
and fearless man like Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. 
Then food adulterators and special interests 
would respect and obey the mandates of the 
law, but when there stands between him and 
the interests specially consfituted boards of 
doubtful constitutionality, how can we hope 
for codperation such as the president calls 
for? 
“The secretary of agriculture may have 
been misled by some of the advisers and 
misrepresentatives who have taken advan- 
tage of the fact that he cannot be expected 
to be familiar with the real conditions that 
make for the highest success of the enforce- 
ment of a new rational! food and drug law. 
“The establishment of standards is what 
the food adulterators and special interests 
fight against, for with established standards 
once in force the food adulterators’ days are 
numbered, the honest producer comes to his 
own, and the people receive what they order 
and pay for. 
Puts Blame on Wilson. 


“The secretary of agriculture, when the 
work had been partially completed, observing 
that such standards were not pleasing to the 


to the pressure brought to bear, and, un- 
fortunately, even aided in nullifying the 
work. In the serfate committee his official 
representative urged the cutting out of the 
appropriation intended for carrying on the 
work of standardization on the ground that 
the-secretary had been given full authority 
under the food = drug act to continue the 
work and to utilize the committee then en- 
gaged in preparing standards. 

The request of the secretary was granted 
and it is evident that there were lobbyists 
influential enough to put an end to the official 
work of the department of agriculture in the 
preparation of standards. 

Later, as a member of a committee of

He said that he had run them 
through a meat chopper, mixed the result, 
divided it in three parts, and analyzed one of 
the three parts. The other two he still re- 
tains. In the one-third analyzed he found 
1-15 of a grain of arsenic. 
Not being a physician, he was reluctant to 
give an opinion, but stated that he did not 
think that this amount would cause death. 
In support of this opiriion, he stated that no 
arsenic was visible under the microscope, 
which would be the case if the deceased had 
died from arsenical poisoning. 
On cross examingtion, he admitted that 
he had made only one such examination be- 
fore, that he had not weighed the organs 
separately, and hadinGto thought to analyze 
them separately. 


Chemist Explains His Haste. 
When asked by Dr. Moyer why he had not 
performed separate analyses Prof. Gordin 
replied that he had completed his work with 
great haste as he had been informed that 
Billik might be hanged at any time.

If President of Road Retires Harriman 
Is Likely to Have a Hand in parecer.

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Pitteburg, Pa., Aug. 4.— [Special. I- There 
came today to the ears of railroad men of 
Pittsburg a rumor that President Frederick 
A. Delano of the Wabash had sent word to 
both George J. Gould and E. H. Harriman 
that he would be pleased to be relieved of his 
position as president of the Wabash road. It 
is hinted that Mr. Harriman will have a 
hand in naming a successor to Delano, who 
may not find it possible to retire before the 
annual meeting to be held in Octotber. 
That Delano and Gould have been at dag- 
gers points for some time is no’secret in 
Pitteburg, and friends of the former here de- 
clare Delano would have left the Wabash 
some months ago had it not been that he fore- 
saw a crash coming in the Gould roads at 
Pittsburg and did not wish to hasten matters 
by drawing undue attention to the Wabash 
as his resignation then would have done. 

At no time has Delano subscribed to the 
railroad ideas of Mr. Gould, often refusing 
point blank to carry them out. Mr. Gould is 
accused by friends of the Wabash president 
of having exercised secret espionage over 
the work of Delano. 


GREAT WESTERN NOT FOR SALE. 


Committee of Bond Holders’ Plans to 
Buy Road and Continue Inde- 
pendent Operation. 


New York, Aug. 4.—[{Special.]—The English 
committee of the Chicago Great Western 
railway debenture bondholders has decided 
upon a plan of reorganization which does not 
include the sale of the road to competing in- 
terests in the Great Western's field. The 
feature of this plan is the merging of the pre- 
terred B and common stock into one class 
of stock. In working out the arrangement 
100 shares of preferred B will be consid- 
ered the equivalent of 200 shares of common. 
When the road went into the hands of the 
receivers or Jan. 8 there was outstanding 
$28,127,000 of debenture stock, dividends on 
which are cumulative, and these other stock 
$11,337,000 preferred A. $23,104,000 
preferred B. and $44,465,000 common. 
The company had no outstanding bonds. It 
is said a new company is to be formed by the 
protective committees to buy in the prop- 
erty.

porter @ statement regarding Monday's 
fire which citizens of Chicago should take 
to heart. It was: For more than two 
hours I was in dread of a conflagration 
that would sweep all over the city. If 
the flames bad got to the south side we 
would have had another great Chicago 
fire. It is safe to say that for two hours 
Chicago was at the mercy of the wind 
and fire.” 1 | 

The chief is a cool headed man. He Is 
not given to exaggeration. When he says 
a thing he means it. No doubt it is the 
general happy belief that Ohicago is im- 
mune from another great conflagration— 
that the conditions which were responsi- 
ble for the fires of 1871 and 1874 have 
passed away. Chief Horan, who has a 
distinct recollectign of those fires; knows 
better, and the municipality should have 
enough respect for his superior knowledge 
and his sound judgment to insure itself 
against such a misfortune as that which 
came near befalling it day before yester- 
The business district is not so likely to 
be swept by fire as it was in 1871. It is 
more solidly built. There are many sky- 
scrapers whose steel and terra cotta con- 
struction will interpose a barrier to the 
rapid progress of the flames. At the 
same time the district needs the better 
protection which a high pressure water 
system would give it. There should be 
no unmmecessary delay about its installa- 
tion.

Whoever rides on the trolley cars back 
and forth through Hyde Park and Lake 
will see acres upon acres of fiimsily 
constructed buildings and at rare, too 
rare, intervals an engine house, Whoever 
visits the northwestern part of the city 
will be astenished by the number of 
frame buildings he sees, In a dry season 
like this those buildings are tinder, If a 
fire were to start there with a high wind 
to drive it, and it were not caught at the 
start, there would be a wide area of 
burnt territory. 

What is essential is that there shall be 


a fire department powerful .enough to 


keep a fire from spreading when the con- 
ditions of wind and weather are such as 
to threaten mischief: The department 
has been able to do that for many years, 
but there was danger of its failing to do 
so on Monday. The community should 
not deliberately expose itself to such a 
danger. It should not rest content with 
the assurance that the chances are 98 to 1 
against a conflagration. There should be 
so abundant a supply of water and so 
ample a provision of engines and firemen 
that that one chance would be eliminated. 
A larger department will be a more 
expensive one, but it may prevent a loss 
of a hundred millions in a day. But 
something else is needed. In a statement 
of the causes of Monday's fire Chief Ho- 
ran lays some of the blame on the prop- 
erty owners. Though often told that cer- 
tain things should be done, théy failed to 
do them. They did not provide road- 
ways so that engines could reach their 
elevators. They are not the only prop- 
erty owners who act on the assumption 
that they have done their full duty when 
they take out insurance policies.

The Chicago Bar aesociation and Tun 
Taru have -Interested themselves in 
the ebolition of the fee system in the of- 
fices of Supreme and First district Appel- 
late court clerks. Pending the passage of 
a law reducing the compensation of these 
officials to a salary basis, it was deter- 
mined to ask a pledge of the candidates 
voluntarily to do justice by the state and 
county by relinquishing gains above a Hb- 
eral sum determined as salary.

Second: It is not readily signed be- 
cause the candidates who hold back are 
politicians who rely on politics to pull 
them through in spite of the fact that 
they refuse to waive wnearned profits 
from public office; and it is for the pur. 
pose of ‘removing these offices from poll- 
tics and preventing them from being any 
longer the fat perquisite of partisan serv- 
ice. 

One candidate alone offers a reason of 
even superficial value for his refusal. He 
suggests that the overcompensation of 
these officials should be corrected by the 
reduction of the fees, with its consequent 
relief of litigants. 

That is a consideration which will be 
timely when it comes time to legislate, 
Until then the litigant, whese interests 
the candidate is so concerned about, will 
prefer to have his excessive fees go into 
the public till and not into the clerk’s 
pocket. 

There is no reason why the pledge 
should not be given, There fs no reason 
why any eandidate who refuses to give 
the pledge should receive the votes of the

ors and offices by order of the Court of Bes- 
sions at Edinburgh for fraud as master of 
the mint, the dignity of hereditary standard 
bearer Was among those thus forfeited:

These contentions, while admitted by the 
Court of Claims organized to settle disputes 
of this kind at the time of the coronation, 
have now been denied in final appeal by the 
Supreme court of Scotland, which holds that 
the heriditary office of standard bearer wag 
not forfelted when Charles Maitland, earl 
of Lauderdade, was deprived of his other 
offices, and that while the methods by which 
the standard bearership had been obtained 
for him by his uncle, the duke, might be 
questionable, yet that the patent having been 
made out in his favor, and the office trans- 
mitted in legitimate descent, the present 
Lord Lauderdale was undoubtedly the only 
person entitled thereto. 

Legal proceedings have swallowed up much 
of the former wealth of the lords of Lauder- 
dale, and the present earl was obliged to 
spend a good deal of money to establish his 
right to the peerage on the death of the 
twelfth earl, who was a distant cousin and 
who was killed by lightning in 1884 on a moor 
near Thirletane castle, his ancestral home in 
Berwickshire. 

This twelfth earl, who never married, had 
in his turn succeeded a distant cousin six 
years previously. and had undergone many 
vicissitudes in his earlier days, having served 
in the ranks of the army asa private soldier, 
then as a railroad porter, and afterwards as 
a village station master, before finally blos- 
soming forth into a peeroftherdalm. Thirl- 
stane castle has been the home of the Maft- 
lands for six centuries, and I may add that 
they have many American matrimonial al- 
liances figuring on their genealogical tree, 
especially in colonial days,

Sir Timothy O’Brien, the defendant in the 
extraordinary suit for slander brought 
against him at Cork by Lord Fermoy’s 
younger brother, the Hon. Alexis Burke 
Roche, has got into serious trouble indeed, 
and incidentally has brought the trial to a 
sudden and sensational close by exposing 
himself to a charge of endeavoring to influ- 
ence the jury. 

It seems that while at the Cork club he got 

the secretary to call up Frank Morrogh, one 
of the members who was serving on the jury, 
and convey to him a message from the baro- 
net to the effect that we would sooner have 
the jury give a verdict against him with a 
/farthing damages than that there should be 
any disagreement. Morrogh was so much 
concerned by the message that he considered 
it his duty to communicate the matter on 
the following morning to the lord chief baron, 
who was presiding at the trial, and the judge, 
after hearing Morrogh and also the secretary 
of the Cork club, became sufficiently assured 
of the fact that the condition of affairs war- 
ranted him in discharging the jury and in 
bringing the trial to a sudden close. 

The solicitor géneral for Ireland asked for 
an immediate order for the arrest of Sir 
Timothy for gross contempt ef court. But 
the lord chief baron, taking into considera- 
tion the fact that Sir Timothy had acted with 

foolish recklessness rather than with actual 
criminal intent, postponed the further hear- 
ing of the question as to the penalty to be 
imposed upon the baronet to the second day 
of the November term at Dublin. It is only 
after that hearing has taken place and a 
decision rendered in the case of Sir Timothy’s 
attempt to influence the jury that the new 
trial of Alexis Burke Roche's libel suit 
against the baronet will take place. Sir 
Timothy will be lucky if he escapes with a 
fine, for he ig quite likely to suffer imprison- 
ment, as the attempt to influence a jury is 
one of the most serious offenses in the eyes 
of the law.

Sir Timothy is one of the best known crick- 
eters in the united kingdom, and Alexis 
Roche is a brother of the Hon. James Burke 
Roche, who married the daughter of old 
Frank Worth ef New York, by whom he has 
several children, including a daughter, now 
the wife of Arthur Scott Burden of New 
York. The libel suit brought by Alexis Roche 
against Sir Timothy originated in Sir Timo- 
thy apostrophizing Alexis Roche at a meet- 
ing of the Dulballow fox hounds, near Mal- 
lew, County Cork, as follows: 

Tou are a liar, a thief, and a swindler. 
You live by swindling. To my knowledge 
you have lived by swindling for twenty 
years.” f 

Sir Timothy declined to withdraw these 
words, and while endeavoring to justify them 
in court brought to light the fact that Alexis 
Roche, although married to the daughter of 
the late Lerd Goschen, who was rich, had 
no private means, and that whatever he 
earned was by dealing in horses. Roche's 
operations as a horag dealer, which 
do not seem to have been particu- 
larly remunerative, appear to have 
extended not only throughout the whole 
Irish aristocracy but also tothe English great 
world, the duchess of Sutherland having 
been on several occasions among his custom- 
ers. Many of the latter were summoned to 
declare whether or not they had been 
„ done by him in his horse deals, and it is 
long since there has beén a suit in which the 
peerage on both sides of the Irish channel has 
been so extensively represented.

Sir Timothy, whose brother Edmund is 
married to Mise Audrey Crawford of New 
Tork, owes his baronetcy to the fact that his 
grandfather’ was lord mayor of Dublin on the 
occasion of Queen Victoria's first visit to

-perous merchant Sir Timothy inherited a 
fair sized fortune, which he still further m- 
ereased by marrying a daughter of the late 
Sir Humpbrey de Trafford. He claims to 
represent a branch of the former royal line 
of Thomond, and to be descended from Brian 
Boreithme, principal king of Ireland in the 
tenth century. But this is contested by Lord 
Inchequin, the acknowledged head of the 
house of O’Brien and chief representative of 
the former dynasty. 

Sir Timothy is an Oxford man, who played 
in the university eleven against Cambridge. 
and makes his home at Lohort castle in 
County Cork, a wonderful old place, with an 
interesting square tower of ancient origin.

That was the way the Cubs were frittering 
away their opportunities while yet they had 
a fairly firm grip on the game, and while 
Reulbach was going at top speed with every 
appearance of being invincible.
